ference he had no present plans

ployes come to a conclusion and 
go back to work, he said, the bet- 
ter it will be for the country and 
themselves. 
The twin strikes by Philip Mur- 
ray's CIO steel workers and John 
L. Lewis' United Mine Workers 
have idled about a million men 
for almost three weeks. 
Mr. Truman was asked what he 


would do If mediation efforts by 
conciliation director Cyrus Ching 
fall to bring a settlement. He re- 
plied he would cross that bridge 
when he comes to It. 


Coal negotiations between Lew- 
is' miners and the soft coal oper- 
ators still are under way In West 
Virginia. Chlng Is meeting today 
with representatives of U. S. Steel 
Corporation In New York. 
The president said he was In 


continuous and close touch with 
the conciliation moves. 


Mr. Truman said In response to 


another question that he still plans 
to ask Congress for repeal of the 
Taft-Hartloy act.- 


The 81st congress thus far has 


refused to wipe out the 1947 labor 
law which Mr. Truman pledged to 
repeal. 


In dealing with the steel dispute, 


the President side stepped the em- 
ergency provisions of that act 
which calls for an eventual court 
Injuntion against a strike. 
Instead, he set up a three man 


fact finding board without power 
to recommend a settlement.

Latin Americans 
Are Advised To 
Seek Tourists 


MEXICO CITY, Oct. 
20—UP>— 
Secretary of Commerce Sawyer to- 
day gave Latin American 
coun- 
tries two tips on how to earn bad- 
ly-needed dollars. 


He suggested (1) that they stage 
a big International Trade 
Fair, 


and (2) that they plug harder on 
their "color and romance" to at- 
tract tourists. 


The Marshall plan, or some simi- 
lar plan for Latin America could 
not solve the dollar shortage prob- 
lem. 'Sawyer said In a speech pre- 
pared for the 19th Annual Conven- 
tion of the American Society of 
Travel Agents. 
"In the long run," he sard, 'we 
must find ways to enable 
other 
countries to earn dollars they need 
by exporting their goods and sell- 
ing their services to the United 
States."

Truman Will Ask 
For Higher Taxes 
At Next Congress 


WASHINGTON. Oct. 20.—UP>— 


President Truman made It 
clear 


today he will ask for*an Increase 
in taxes at the next session of Con- 
gress. 


He told a news conference, under 


questioning, that. If anybody can 
tell him any way to avoid tax In- 
creases to meet the deficit, 
he'd 


like to be told. 


Congress went home last night 
but will come back In January. 


Mr. Truman last January asked 
for $4,000,000,000 more taxes but 
did not get them. He dropped the 
demand during the summer because 
of the business turn-down that had 
set in. 
, The statement of new plans to 
seek a tax increase at the next ses- 
sion Brew out of news conference 
questioning about the $5,000,000,- 
000 deficit which Mr. Truman said 
he had no plans to meet. 


He blamed the deficit on the Re- 
publican-controlled 80th Congress 
which he said passed a rich man's 
tax reduction bill. 
Told that Dr. Edwin G. Nourse, 
resigning chairman of the economic 
advisory council, had said he was 
unhappy over deficit 
financing, 


the President said he was just as 
unhappy, and who Isn't.

lieve In deficit financing. But ho 
commented that there is a flat 
charge of $35,000,000,000 against the 
government and he has no recourse 
but to meet It in the best way he 
can.

Neither house acted on commit- 
tee-approved measures for postal 
rate increases and 
authorization 
for Mr. Truman's program of indus- 
trial aid to underprivileged coun- 
tries. 


Not even tho committees took se- 
riously the President's proposal for 
universal military training, but he 
may revive It again next January. 


As Congres went home, it could 
count among its achievements in 
186 actual working days a rounded 
program of foreign policy legisla- 
tion. This Included extension of 
the European Recovery Program, 
approval of the Atlantic Pact, in- 
auguration of military assistance 
to Europe' and continuation of the 
reciprocal trade agreements au- 
thority. 


In a statement, Senator Lucas 


of Illinois, Democratic leader of the 
Senate, said this proved Congress 
had "rejected the counsels of the 
isolationists." 


He said it proved further that 
tho lawmakers were "not duped by 
the propaganda of the pro-com- 
munists" who, he said, joined with 
Isolataonlsts in an 
attempt 
to 


wreck the bipartisan foreign poli- 
cy. 


On home Issues, Congress voted 
pay raises for federal employes, 
from • the President on down the 
line, and upped military salaries. 
It approved some reorganization 
plans, extended rent control and 
voted export controls. 
The lawmakers also passed a 
housing bill, expanded the hospital 
construction program, authorized 
rural telephone loans and lifted 
the minimum wage level from 40 
to 75 cents an hour.

Any comedy appearing in 


about nine out of ten corn- 
c strips and comic books is 
;here by pure coincidence. 
Readers may well wonder 
tiow the strips came to be 
called "comic," and how the 
comic section or the Sunday 
paper came to be known as 
the "funny paper." The com- 
ics in their present form dW 
indeed spring from newspa- 
per picture strips which bas- 
ed their appeal on comedy 
a little before the turn oJ 
the century. But a displaj 
recently gathered by the Li- 
brary of Congress advances 
the 
proposition that the 


comics are a tewentieth cen- 
tury development of the art 
of pictorial story-telling, go- 
ing back to the cave paint- 
ings of the Neanderthal pe 
riod, 20,000 years ago. 


If his' proposition is an 


accurate one,"the comics ac 
tualJy have a foundation of 
serious nature, in which 
comedy appears mostly b> 
coincidence. No one can ever 
know why the Neandertha 
cave paintings were created 
but the chances are tha 
their purpose was not to 
amuse but to educate those 
who would see them. They 
were the best means at hanc 
for recording ideas. Early 
Chinese and aboriginal Mex 
ican drawings and the pic 
ture stories of early <Greel 
temples, which are includcc 
in the Library of Congress 
chain of development, also 
wera examples of ability o 
the people of those times t< 
make a record of ideas and 
happenings. 
This chain' o 


development is brought for 
ward inconsiderable detail 
showing the appearance o: 
words to supplement the pic 
tures, and the growth of art 
istry. 


If this .is really the history 


of the comic strip, then i 
muse be a modern attempt t< 
record ideas by the means a 
hand. Since the means con 
sists of pictures usually sup 
plemented by woi'ds, it mus 
be addressed to children in 
the early years of reading 
intended to help shape thoi 
early grasp of written ideas 
To What end is this ancien 
device of education and com 
munication being used to 
day?

said gravel would cost between 88 
cents and $1 per foot. 
Estimating gravel to cost $1 per

Veterans of the late war can 


qualify for retirement pay by serv- 
ing In one of the Texas National 
Guard units, officers of the Guard 
units In Corsicana have announced. 


Retirement pay starts at the age 


of 60 and the amount of pay de- 
pends on how many points you 
have accumulated and the grade 
you hold when you get 20 or 30 
years in the National Guard and 
active, service, combined. 


As one example, a man who 


has four years active duty and who 
joins the Guard and 
stays 
26 


years, and who has made at least 
75 points per year can retire at 
$69.09 per month If he reaches the 
grade of master sergeant. 


While in the Guard, retirement 


points are earned as follows: 


Fifteen points per year for be- 


ing a member of the organization; 
one point for each drill attended; 
one point per day for active duty 
such as summer camp, service 
schools, etc.

Mrs. E. O. Hall, who toured Eu- 
rope during tho past summer with 
her daughter, Joye, and her father.

In an Interesting and. Informative 
manner, Mrs. Hall escorted her list- 
eners to the various cities visited 
on the Itinerary, which was Inau- 
gurated with a trip from Dallas 
by air to Montreal and Quebec. 
Mrs. Hall stated (hat she and 
her father and daughter sailed on 
the "Franconla" of the Canadian 
line late In July and 
arrived 
In 


London seven days later. The city 
was cold and foggy as usual, she 
revealed. She spoke of the

areas of destruction

Other points of 
Interest Included Westminster Ab- 
bey, St. Paul's Cathedral, Scotland 
Yard, the Houses of Parliament; 
Tate Gallery, Dickens' home and 
the "Old Curiosity Shop. 
Visited Belgium 


A channel steamer carried the 
party from the White Cliffs 
of 
Dover to Belgium, where the beau- 
ty of the countryside and the In- 
dustriousness of the people were 
of particular Interest. Footpaths 
run In every direction and bicycles 
have the right of way In Belgium, 
Mrs. Hall stated. They were first 
Introduced to sidewalk cafes 
In 
Brussels. 


Swltzerlasd was oustandlng for 
its many beautiful cities and

mountalous scenery, the speaker 
recalled. Cities visited

uated In the heart of the

Montreau, from which

poetic 
masterpiece; 
Lausanne, 
which Is built on three hills of 
varying heights; Geneva, the old- 
est city In Switzerland, and Zur- 
ich, 


First contact with the Russians

Soil Building Brings More Money To 
Navarro County Farmers; Phosphate 
And Hairy Vetch Revive Tired Land 


By CLYDE E. JOHNSON 
Dally Sun Staff 
Hey, Mr. Farmer—wanta* make 
a bale to the acre? 


Sounds Impossible, but it can be 
done. 
, 
In fact, five years from now — 
agriculturalists predict—a farmer 
will be ashamed to say it once took 
four acres to make a bale of cot- 
ton. 
The secret Is ilmplc—phosphate 
and hairy vetch. 
This combination Is doing won- 
ders to the tired old lands of Na- 
varro county, at remarkably low 
costs to the farmer. 
Disbelievers should ask just one 
of the 800 Navarro county cotton- 
growers who are making use of 
these two Important soil-build- 
ers through government assist- 
ance. 
Take, for example, an average 
100-acre cotton farm. And suppose 
It has never felt the vim and vita- 
lity of a winter legume program. 
Under normal conditions the yield 
would be about 30 bales, grossing 
the farmer around $4,600. 
But suppose phosphate and hairy 


vetch were applied to the land dur- 
ing the no-crop fall and 
winter 
months. The out-of-pocket cost to 
do this on a 100-acre farm woulc 
be about $355, including Innocula- 
.tlon of the vetch seed. Farmers' 
labor, of course, is excluded. 
These figures are based on re- 
ports and files In the Agricultural 
Conservation Association office al 
the courthouse. 
Then, when these government- 
approved practices are undertaken 
the following year's cotton yield 
would jump from 30 bales to any- 
where from 50 to 76 bales, depend- 
ing on the past yield and soil con- 
ditions. 


This would be an Increased cross 


profit to the fanner of from ap- 
proximately 
$1,000, at least, to. 


$6,000. 
ACA Administrator Bob Cllcque 


says on the basis of proven reports, 
that a farmer's cotton production 
would be increased to one-third a 
bale per acre from one-fourth bale 
per acre, or to one-half or three- 
fourths bales per acre from a for- 
mer production of one-third 
per 
acre. 
But that's not all. This larrfe 


profit that comes 
from 
higher 


yields will show up again the next 
year, again a year later, and still 
another year. Phosphate and hairy 
vetch, when properly applied, en- 
rich the soil for a three-year, per- 
iod.So, the gross profit for a mere 
$355 Investment amounts to from 
53,000 and $18,000, exclusive of la- 
bor. 


And there's another Item that 
liosn't 
been 
Included—cotton 
seed. Farmers have been virtu- 
ally assured of $-10.50 per ton for 
their seed under the Commodity 
Credit Corporation's emergency 
cotton seed program. 
Also, the farmer may harvest his 
hairy vetch for seed and use It for 
grazing cattle to boost his profit 
still higher. 


To encourage adoption of winter 
legume programs and soil building 
practices, the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture for sometime has as- 
sisted farmers in purchasing of 
seeds and fertilizer. More 
than 


half the cost Is borne by the U. S. 
D. A. through the Production and 
Marketing Administration. 
Red Tape ? ? 
"Definitely 
not," savs 
Mr. 
Clicque. "It takes about ten min- 
utes to get a purchase order for 
fertilizer and seed." 


The value of a winter legume 


program—the Increased yield 
It 
causes—makes one wonder 
what 
that yield would be If the termer, 
at the sam« time, practice-' these 
addltnonal government recommen- 
dations: 
1. Terracing; 3. 
Sodding; 8. 
Crop Rotation; 4- Summer legume 
planting. 


Still, there are approximately 3,- 


400 farmers In Navarro county who 
apparently have not realized the 
profit and advantages of this so- 
called "scientific farming." 
However, Clicque points out that 
many farmers are "financially In- 
dependent" and undertake the con- 
servation practices without the U. 


S, D. A.'i.usltanc*. 
Also, he 
says, progress li .hindered by the 
tenant-landlord problem. " Many, 
tenants won't seek' to 
Improve 
someone else's land. 
; Nevertheless, many farmers are 
stubbornly denying scientific facts. 
They still drain their soil of all Its 
minerals and fertility, never put- 


ting anything back into the land. 
Their land Is like a starving, dry 
cow.. 
, 
It needs feeding and breeding.
